Conservative leader, who re¬ 
peated his charge of a week ago that 
physically and mentally incapable 
Judges sit on the provincial high court 
benches throughout the country. 

The statement came during discus¬ 
sion of a bill amending the Judges' 
Act. which was given third reading 
and sent to the Senate. 

ROOM FOR IMPROVIDENT 
The Minister of Justice said he 
agreed with many of Mr. Bennett's 
charges. There was room for Improve¬ 
ment on many Tmnrlira - 

“I have given this matter a. great 
deal of attention.’' Mr. Lapointe con¬ 
tinued. “and 1 am inclined to agree 
with the members of the Canadian 
Bar Association who have been 
charged especially with study of this 
matter sod who recommend we 
should revert to the condition that 
existed before the 1930 amendment 
(to the Judges' Act) and permit 
Judges who have' reached the age of 
seventy-five and who have been on 
the bench twenty yean to retire on 


the salary they received on the 
bench.'* 

The minister said be had discussed 
• this question with his qolleagues, 
who considered this was nb time to 
increase pensions for Judges. Prom 
private discussion with the Conserva¬ 
tive leader be had learned Mr Ben¬ 
nett also agreed It would be difficult 
to get a bill through parliament at 
this time.

Veterans’ “Baby” Bonds 

'"THERE WAS JOY AMONC SOME 
1 3.000,000 United States ex-service men 

yesterday when’t they received their "baby” 
bonds as the culmination of a seventeen-year 
aonlroversy which has cut across party lines as 
one bonus bill after another has been vetoed by 
successive presidents. These bonds may be ex¬ 
changed for government cheques and cashed at 
ones, or they may be retained by their recipi¬ 
ents who do not nqcd the money immediately. 
They may be converted into money et any time, 
however, or they may be held until they mature 
in 1945- Their earning capacity m interest 
meanwhile it 3 per cent per annum. 

Yesterday's distribution of bonds accounted 
for $1,650,000,000 and by the end of the 
week it it confidently expected that a very 
substantial part of this will begin to flow through 
rite various channels of trade—from small store 
purchases to the building of hones. Students 
of economic trends are watching expectantly to 
tee what affect the sudden unloading of cash 
will Have upon tht general trade of the country 
‘ at e time when, according to precedent, normal 
buunest is inclined to hit a downswing. Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt hat urged co-operation m tht 
sashing of tha government’s cheques in order 
dial tha flow of money into trade may start 
“without unnecessary delay.” The veterans' 
administrator. General Frank T. Hines, sug¬ 
gests retention of the bonds "if there is no urgent 
condition which requires that they be cashed.” 
Many amployed and thrifty en-sarvica men no 
donbt will taka hit advice. 

While the various veterans' bonus bills 
which have been presented to Congress sines tht 
war have differed m some important particulars, 
the underlying principle has remained substan¬ 
tially the same. A good deal of hostility from 
hme to time hat amantted from that element 
which objected strongly So the payment of com¬ 
pensation to soldiers who had never left the 
country for service abroad at all. They coin 
Sanded that if these men. many of them not re- 
qnis tog assistance, were to receive public monies 
far non-active service, deserving persons in other 
walks of kft. who did not wear t uniform, 
should also receive consideration on a more 
Uwral scale than the “dole” qrstem permits. 

Tht driving force behind tht campaign for 
An bonus has been the American Legion. Its 
lobby since (he first appeal for monetary con¬ 
sideration for the veterans has been insistent and 
ksfluaatial. Until Iasi year, however, k had 
failed. Even when Congress had passed the 
measure which became law m 1935. President 
Rooeevelt vetoed the bill; but scarcely had he 
done to than both Houses over-rode tht veto by 
eubetantially more than the requisite majority 
apodfiod by the Constitution. This was ihe final 
legislative chapter. The chief executive had So 
bow to the inevitable. 

President Rooeevelt was so alarmed at the 
poeaibla adverse financial effect the approval of 
rile bonus bill would have upon the republic's 
economic structure that he set a precedent by 
ippearmg before Congress to deliver hit veto 
message in person. He argued that if the plea 
of tht veterans succeeded m the final passage 
of the measure there would be nothing to pre¬ 
vent other organizations, considering them selves 
entitled to financial eseutance on a similar basis, 
going to Washington hat in hand with argu¬ 
ments difficult to counter. Back of the Presi¬ 
dent's mind all the time, of course, was the 
growth of the national debt under the promul¬ 
gation of hit own policies which he hclieved 
necessary fey the country's economic recovery, 
and an increase by approximately $2,000.- 
000,000 for which the bonus payment would 
he responsible, 

Mr. Roosevelt's stand on the whole ques¬ 
tion has been unequivocal throughout. Suffi- 
cient numbers of hit. party in the House and 
Senate, however, voted against hit advice to 
them. From the purely party standpoint, there¬ 
fore, the Democratic cause hat not suffered on 
this account. On the other hand, when tha 
President it assailed for the growth of the na¬ 
tional debt to neatly $35,000,000,000, his 
_ datura) reply will be that he did his best to save 
the treasury about $2,000,000,000. To what 
extent such an argument may have to be met on 
the hustings remains to be teen. It is hardly 
Shely it will cut very much ice. 


Russia Swinging Back 

I NTERESTING NEWS FROM SOVIET 

Russia it the announcement dint hence¬ 
forth there will be no discrimination against 
former Czarots, merchants, and kulaks in the 
matter of employment. , 

In the early days of the Soviet regime, 
these groups suffered many indignities, and un¬ 
til now have continued to bear the burden of 
the Nkw Russia's hatred for the old order. 
Any departure fiom this state of affairs, there¬ 
fore. is important. But it ia not altogether 
surprising. 

®The Soviet rule is more and more inclined, 
it appears, toward democratic principles. Rus¬ 
sia learned, in its early days of revolution and 
regeneration, thgt there is need for every class 
of society, as witness the attitude of its intelli¬ 
gentsia. And now comes recognition of the 
merchants and the kulaks as a vital class in the 
country's social structure. 

Russia, it is clear, is swinging back from 
Communism toward the original aims of state 
socialism, because it has learned that govern¬ 
ments are, after all, only the people composite. 


Movies of Criminals 

A nother achievement is re- 

ported in the war on crime—an achieve¬ 
ment which, officiala believe, is fully as im¬ 
portant as the process of fingerprinting, first 
used thirty-five years ago. 

Devised by Col. H. Norman Schwarzkopf, 
well-known superintendent of the New Jersey 
state police, the new weapon is motion picture 
detection of criminals. With the Schwarzkopf 
system it is now possible to give criminals n 
"screen test" in which their mannerisms of 
walk, posture and speech are recorded—a vast 
improvement ever the lifeless posters which 
police now use. 

The Schwarzkopf set-up is to be turned 
over to the U.S. Department of Justice, which 
contemplates establishing a motion picture li¬ 
brary of criminals, to supplement the present 
fingerprint collection. Such pictures may even 
be shown in theatres. Thus a more effective 
international system will, in effect, be possible 
for criminal apprehenuon. It comet as a 
welcome additional weapon. 

War No* Over 

O UT OF ROME COMES THE TRA- 

gic story of thirty young Italian soldiers 
who were ambushed and massacred by Ethi¬ 
opian natives. Thus comes the first intimation 
of the long guerilla warfare that II Duce'a 
legions are sure to fact in colonizing the new 
territory. 

At the same time, official communiques 
from Rome place the "blood cost" of Italy's 
Ethiopian war at 4.359 lives. Of these. 1.304 
Italians were lulled in combat end 1,009 died 
of illness nr accident The others were native 
troopers. 

The Fascist campaign in Africa is not al¬ 
together over. It facet two due threats— 
guerilla warfare and the scourge of mortal sick¬ 
ness. It would seem that the conquest of 
Ethiopia has entered e difficult stage.

MASTERS 

THE CONSERVATIVE politicians st Britain are 
conatantly reminding one. with humiliation, 
of their superior agility a# compared with tha 
simple fellow# who run our affairs at Ottawa. 
Something over a year ago the Baldwin govern¬ 
ment. which has been cool to the League of 
Nations, waa appalled by the League # huge peace 
vote among the voters of England. Instantly It 
became passionately fond of the League. Xt got 
Itself re-elected by rushing out to support tha 
League and to atop Italy’s cruel conquest of 
Ethiopia. This waa the Baldwin governments 
switch number one. 

The nation rallied behind that splendid cry 
and gave the Baldwin government a huge major- 
ity. Whereupon the nimble Baldwin government 
made a secret deal with France and Italy behind 
the League's back to give Mussolini half of Ethi¬ 
opia. This waa switch number two. 

But the- British people (who. thank heaven, 
are not the British government) were deeply up¬ 
set by tbs, nauseous smell of the Hoare-Laval deal 
and made such a fuse that Mr. Baldwin had to 
repudiate the whole thing, captaining to every- 
one's satisfaction that he would not have toler¬ 
ated it bed he known, but tbs tolephoos at 
"Chequers.’* his country home, was out of order 
that week-end. The government prepared to 
stand by the League to tb# end and fired Boars. 
This was switch number three. 

Lest week. Mr. Neville Chamberlain announced 
that any attempt to do anything about the com¬ 
plete conquest of Ethiopia, the control of Italy 
end the continuation of the League as anything 
but a debating society eras "midsummer mad¬ 
ness." This means that the League Is to be wound 
up In bankruptcy, Mussolini given everythli* he 
wanU and Sir Samuel Hoar* brought back into 
the government, gwitch number flour. 

Switch number five win probably be to loan 
money to Mussolini td help him ftnanoe his Ethi¬ 
opian campaign, for. obviously, tbs last thing 
the British government ever wanted was to Injure 
him and thus perhaps start the spread of eom- 
muni tan. 

No wonder the honeet British people art a 
little annoyed, but from here one ean only admire 
the agility of those encrusted old British Tories 
who ere probably doing more damage to the 
solidarity of the Britiah Empire than any of their 
predecessors. 

Meanwhile. Tbs Emperor Halle Selassie, our 
great and good friend, whom we would never 
desert, la in London and the British government 
won’t even allow one of Its members to call on 
him or go to his garden party, but the British 
public, with ita Invariable sense of fair play, lo 
giving the little dark man a royal welcome. 

These are Just a few of the facto which our 
politicians at Ottawa, so much duller and more 
inept than the masterful British Tories, should 
i remember when they debate Canada’s foreign 
policy this week. Europe is too slever for us In 
such affairs as Ethiopia, we are like a yokel on 
hie first trip to a big city. Perhaps we had bettor
